A BELGIAN BASTILE. 


The Mode of Life ia Belgian Prisons— 
Ingenious Prisouers. 
From the Pall Mall Gazette. 

Solitary imprisonment is in Belgium the 
unvaryipng rule for ali convicted offenders who 
are mentally and pbysicaliy sound. Short 
terms are endured in ove or other of the 
many compart and weil-planned mdisons 
@arret throughout the country; but for the 
longer periods, varying from three and four 
to s1x. seven, eight and even tev years, the 
Maison Centrale of Louvain is that set aside. 
Let us follow the condemned criminal iato his 
living tomb. The stepstaken on reception are 
much the same as elsewhere. Hisnameisen- 
tered upon the books, he declares his relig- 
ious belief, he hands over his private prop- 
erty, be is bathed, his bair and beard are cut 
close, be is clothed in the gray cloth prison 
dress, ard conducted tcthe cell which will 
from henceforth constitute his home for so 
many dreary yearsto come. At first he is 
left to his reflections: permission to work is 
only conceded when te himself petitions for 
it. This scon comes to pass, for a nervous, 
feverish eayverness for employment is 2 mark- 
ed characteristic in the soiltary prisoner. It 
is even alleged that mostof the suicides which 
hive bappened have been early upon Monday 
morning, and following tke long Sunday’s 
idjeness, Which seemingiv greatly aggravates 
depression of spirits. Frem the moment he 
has entered his celi he has been studied 
psycholugically by his custodians. Director, 
priest, schoolmaster, contra-mciire, or trade 
imsirucior—ail these have visited him and 
have endeavored to become thoroughly ac- 
quainted with nis character. These officials 
will now be his sole companions and friends. 
At intervals of every two months he wiil be 
permitted to converse with his relatives if 
they choose to visit him. but only 1a the par- 
loir or Visiting cell, and inthe presence of a 
warder. Intercourse with his comrade feions 
is absolutely denied him. When he sues 
from his ceil, whether to sbutile over the 
smooth corridor in his (ist slippers to 
his private box in the prison chapel. or 
to ciatter Gown the pa-save in his wooden- 
soled sabots tothe exercising vard, he invari- 
ably covers his head wiih his capuchon or 
mask, a bideous contrivance in biue cotton 
with beies,through whch his eyes glitter 
balefully. Comm) nication by word or sign 
is rigorously forbidden, and is nearly impos- 
sible. At exercise each prisoner has a high- 
wadied segment of a circle all to himself, one 
of several radiating from a common center, in 
Which stands a watchful warder. <As the 
prisonerranges slowly upard down it he 
night, but for the pipe be is smoking, ve mis- 
taken for some caged wild beast. 
smoke at exercise orto take as snuffin the 
cell, is one of the few luxuries greatly covet- 
ed and deeply appreciated at Louvain. Feesh 
air and exercise are limited to stzr'ci 
requirements; the rest of the dav is passed 
by every prironer 1n assiduous toll in bis own 
private retreat. 

There is Lutlittle tendency to idleness or 
misconduct, yet “‘reporis’ are frequent, and 
for the slightest infraction of the rules. Ab- 
sofute submission of will, the surrender of al! 
volition, cf all independence, is scrupulousiv 
exacted, but it is generally accomplished 
withoutthe infliction of frequent puni-<h- 
ments. Norare these of apenal!l character: 
bandevffs,irons of ali kinds, dark cells, 
Strait-jackets have no place among Belgian 
discipiinary restraints. Reduction of diet, 
bread-and-water fare, the joss of privileges, 
of wages earred toward tbe purchase of bet- 
ter articles of food at the canteen—these are 
sufiicient to keep Belgian priseners well be- 
haved. Indeed, but forthe one terrible in- 
fliction of continuous cellular separation, the 
rule is essentially mild. The warders areon 
friendly, almost familiar, terms with their 
captives. ‘‘How } goes ity” is the 
morning greeting. ‘*Have you all 
that you requirey Do not hesitate to 
speak if we can do anything for you.”’ The 
poor prisoner thus cheerily addressed will 
iook up mournfuily and merely shake his 
head. Hecannot bevery didicult to man- 
age. All opposition, ali obstinacy is pretty 
weliciushed outof bim. You enter the ceil 
of a notorious malefactor,2 quintuple mur- 
derer, one of whose victims was his own 
brother whom he robbed, then poisoned, and 
you firdacquiet, gentle creature, with shv 
manners and downcast eyes, who can hardly 
be prevailed upon to speak. The only life 
ard movement sceminglv left in bim is 1n the 
nervcus twitching of his hands—white,a‘tenu- 
ated, but supple hands, which bave dropped 
the needle he was so dextrously plying upon 
a poirof gray uniform overalis. This min 
has been about eight years in a cell. Next 
door is another, a soidier, an artilleryman, 
who murdered his wife and cut herup into 
small pieces. He is equally quiet, but when 
spoken to will converse freely enough. He 
has been four years in this cell, and has 
appaientiyv suffered no evil effeets. 
Further on is another interesting case, 
A murderer who, having completed a long 
term of solitary imprisonment, was removed 
to Ghent and permitted to associate with oth- 
ers like bim, presently had a murderous af- 


. &fair with one of them and killed his man. He 


was reiegated again to separate continement, 
and professes to prefer it greatly. He will 
tell you that he is now safe from the interfer- 
epce of others, that he can pray when he 

leases, that i/Zhe is out of temper he cannot 
vive his evil passions play as he has done once 
too ofien already. He is very garrulous, 
ardinihis, 2s in his feeble manner and 
his somewhat wandering eve, betrays 
that be is perhaps a little weak iu his mind. 
The impression is strengthened by the per- 
mission accorded to him, seemingly,to amuse 
himself as best he can. MWe has «a number of 
toys in his.cell; clocks made of bits of card- 
buard, atiixed to fhe wall near the window, 
and long pendulums which the wind turns. 
There is immense ingenuity displayed by 
prisoners in the construction of these chilu- 
ish piaythings. One cel!, occupied by a sol- 
dier who attemptea to murder an oflicer of 
the Corps de Discipline to which he was at- 
tached, is fullof them. There are cages each 
containing a paper bird, a steam engine, a 
miniature theater with a stage on which 
stand a lot of figures as they do in Richard- 
son’s show, windmills, watermilis—all 
manufactured from bits of paper and scraps 
of wood and refuse of various sorts. The in- 
yentor and maker of these curious machines. 
& smal),active man, who talks rapidly and vo- 
ciferates much,is extremely proud of his show. 
He turns cne or two handies »nd sets every- 
thing going; the wheels revolve, the engine 
moves, the birds wag§ their heads, the actors 
dance, and real water is poured out by the 
numerous spouts of the mills. These relax- 
alions are harmless enough in themselves,

OUR DISCOVERERS. 


Columbus, Vespucci and Cabot -How 
They Died. 
From the New York Times, 12ti. 


It is just 888 years to-day since Christo- 
pher Columbus discovered the New or W est- 
ern World. Heis commonly mentioned as 
the discoverer of America, meaning this con- 
tinent, and many intelligent persons are uu- 
der the impression that he was such. Butthe 
well known factis very different. The first 
land that greeted his sight Octo- 
ber 12, 1492, was one of the 
Bahamas, now kvown as Watling Island. It 
was long thought that he landed on Cat 
Island; but the latest investigations show 
this 10 bave been a mistake. Coiumbus Zgave 
to the first land he had found in the Westera 
Hemisphere the name of San Salvador, which 
bas since been officially so called. After dis- 
covering several other of the West Indies, in- 
cluding Cuba and Hayti (San Domingo)—he 
christened the latter Hispaniola—be reiurn- 
ed to Spain, supposing those islands were on 
the coast of India, and consequently naming 
the natives Indians. His second voyave made 
him acquainted with the Caribbean Islands, 
also Jamaica and Porto Rico, and he then 
sailed beck, after founding a colony at His- 
paniola, which he had imagined to he the 
Ophir of Solomon. His third voyage brought 
him to the mouth of the Orinoco, which he 
thought to be the great river Gihon, having 
its rise in the Garden of Eden; to the coast of 
Para, to Trinidad, Margarita and Cubaqua. 
On his fourth voyage he merely explored the 
coasts of Honduras and Costa Rica, having 
been turned from his original purpose to seek 
& passage uniting the Atlantic and Pacific 
Oceans by the mutiny of his crew, bent on 
finding gold, and was obliged by various disas- 
ters to1eturnto Spain. He died in pveverty 
and neglect and in entire ignorance of the 
crandeur of his exploration. He had no idea 
that he had discovereda new world; the belief 
that the places he bad visited were part of 
India he retained tothe last. The discovery 
of the coast line of this continent is generally 
ascribed to John Cabot, long a resi- 
dent of Bristol, and virtually an adopted 
Englishman, thougb presumably a Venetian 
by birth. His son Sebastian has often been 
credited with the discovery, but on insuill- 
cient grounds. It is remarkable that neither 
John Cabot’s age nor the place or time of his 
birth or death should be positively known. 
A noteworthy fact is that the man who dis- 
eavered the Western World, the man who 
discovered North America, and the man 
whose name was given to this continent— 
Amerigo Vespucci—should all have been 
natives of Italy. Vespucci has been much 
misunderstood and maligned. He has been 
urjustiy regarded as an unprircipled adven- 
turer. Buthe had manv attainments: was 
an bonest, Gonscientious navigator, and had 
nothing to do withthe name of America, 
which probably came from Germany, Martin 
Waidseemuller, of Freiburg, having called 
this Continent Americi Terra as erly as 
1507. Vespucci was aciose friend of Cvlum- 
bus in the latter years of Columus’ life, and 
evidently had no intent to rob his friend of 
any bonors that belonged to him.

She dicd on 
saturday.

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OUR POSTAL SYSTEM. | - 


Chasing a Matl Train Across the Con- 
tinent. ; 
From the New York Herald, 12th. 

American enterprise has just achieved a 
triumph which furnishes another illustration 
of the superior efficiency of the mail and pos- 
tal service of the United States. The feat ac- 
complished preseots a picture of an Ameri- 
can steamer with British mails on board hur- 
rying across oceans from the sntipodes to the 
Western Hemisphere, and arriving home two 
days in advance of her scheduled time; a mail 
train starting from the Pacific coast some 
bours before the steamship had reached her 
destination; a special train with the foreign 
mail, dispatched on a flying trip of 1,000 miles 
to overtake and transfere the mail matter to 
the regular train, in order that it may be 
placed on board a fast transatlantic steamship 
which leaves this | poe to-day, and through 
which it is expected the mails will be landed 
at Lcndonin about four and a half days less 
time than they were ever carried before from 
Australia tothe British capital. The details 
which follow were obtained yesterday from 
Postmaster James, of this city. 

The steamship City of Sydney, carrying the 
Australian mails,left the port of Sydney on 
September 9, and after an extraordinarily 
rapid voyage arrived at San Francisco forty- 
eight tours ahead of schedule time, but too 
late for that day’s train eastward on the Cen- 
tral Pacific Railroad. Having been immedi- 
ately notified of the arrival of the steamship 
at San Francisec, Postmaster James was very 
anxious to have her mails reach the steamship 
Arizova, whieh sails at noon to-day for 
Queenstown. On the 7th inst. he called upon 
Mr. Sidnev Dillon, President of the Union 
Pacitic Railroad, with whom he found Mr. 
Towne, of San Francisco, the general super- 
interdent cf the Central Pacific Railroad, 
and Mr. Clarke, of Omaha, the general man- 
ager of tbe Union Pacific road. Colonel 
James, having laid the matter before Mr. Dil- 
lon, the latter turned to Mr. Towne and 
nsked: ‘**Whereis the passenger train tbat 
left San Francisco on Uctober 6?” The re- 
ply was: “itisonthe Humboldt division.” 
“then,” said Mr. Dillon: ‘“‘telegraph to put 
on a special, take the mail and overtake the 
train that left San Francisco on the dth.’’ 
‘¢Whv,” interposed Mr. Clarke, **we shall 
have to run 1,000 miles at an expense of over 
$1,000 to overtake that train.” ‘**Never 
mind,” replied Mr. Dillon, ‘**‘put on the 
sprcial.’? Having been thus assured of hear- 
ty co-operation in his praiseworthy design, 
Posimaster James lost no time in sending 4 
dispatch to Mr. Wiiliam B. Thompson, Gen- 
eral Railway Mail Superintendent at Wash- 
ington, making him acquainted with the ar- 
rangements. 

Superintendent Thompson accordingly gave 
instructions io the postal clerKs along the 
reute, es well as to the postmasters at Oma- 
ha, Chicago and Vittsburg, to facilitate by ev- 
ery means in their power the di spatch of the 
Australien mail. Thatthe olfiicials alluded 
to were on the alert was soon manifest. On 
the 9th inst. Postmaster James received a 
telegram from Posimaster Thomas F. Hall 
at Omaha, setting forth that the Australian 
nails had aarived there andjhad been dis- 
patched in the¥ train which left Omaha ata 
quarter to five o’clock on that date. From 
Chicago Supcrintendeat James F. White, of 
the railway service. telegraphed to Postmas- 
ter James on the 10th inst. that 245 sacks of 
foreign mail bad been forwarded from there 
at ten minutes to four p.m. on that day via 
Pittsburg. The next dispatch, bearing date 
of yesterday, Was sent by Mr. Cunningham, 
the local postal agent at Pittsburg 
to his chief, R. C. Jackson, 
superintendent of the railway maii ser- 
Vice division, in this city. This set forth that 
the foreign mail arrived at Pittsburg bv train 
No. 6, on the Pittsburg and Fort Wayne Rai!- 
road, at7:50a. m. yesterday morning, and 
was forwarded by train No. $,on the Penn: 
svivania Reiroad, at 8:45 a.m. The latter 
train arrived atJersey City about 10 o’clock 
last evening, andtbe British mail will be duly 
transferred to the steamsbip Arizona this 
morning. Itis expected that the latter will 
make the trip to Queenstown in seven days, 
thus makipvg the time from Svdney to London 
forty-one Guvs. According tothe last report 
of the Postmuaster-General of New Zealand, 
the average time consumed in the voyage 
from Sidney via San Francisco has been 
forty-tive days and about six hours, and by 
wav ofthe Suez Canal forty-six days and 
ebcut four hours. It will therefore be seen 
tbat the City of Svdney has reduced the time 
of the voyage nearly four and one-half days.

changed. 

Persistent inquiry resulted in discovering 
that the advertiser was a woman Calling her- 
self Mrs. Beown, who, until 5 o’clock vester- 
cay afterncon, lived at No. 607 South Ninth 
street. A visit Was made to the house, osten- 
sibiy for the purpose of securing the girl for 
adoption, and the following facts were eli- 
cited: Mrs. Brown, who hauls from the State 
of Indiana, has been inthis city for nearly a 
year, during which time her husband bas 
been out of employment. Ste brought from 
her Western home a rosy-checked, hearty- 
looking child, which she had adopted as her 
own before coming East. Owing to financial 
ditticulties andthe want of any income from 
ber husband, Mrs. Brown stated that it hau 
become an imperative necessity for her to dis- 
pose of ber foster chiid for a cash censidera- 
tion, Which she places at $600. 

‘*Lamvery sorry to part with her,’’ said 

she, **but as my husband and myself intend 
to leave this part of the country next week, 
and, as we can not afiordtotake the  chiid 
with us, { want to secure for her a good home 
before we go. Her name is Frances Leota 
dorris. She was born in June, 1867, in the 
State of Indiana, from whence her parents 
removed to the city of Milwaukee, in Wiscon- 
Sin, taking their daughter with them.

American Girls.

In onein- 
stance a young American lady, who had gone 
ina closed carriagetothke chemisi’s to get 
some medicine for asick mother, found, on 
quitting the shop, that a well-dressed man 
had taken bis seatin her carriage and was 
waiting for her to get in beside him. She re- 
coiled in indignation, and ordered him to get 
out. He replied by asmirking invitation to 
ber to enter the carriage, refusing to quit his 
place. Fortunately, she was well known in 
the shop she had just quitted, and the pro- 
prietors came to her rescue, sending the ia- 
truder to the right-about witha few sharp 
words and athreat of the police. In another 
instance, more flagrant still, a young Ameri- 
can gir! left the hotel at which she was stay- 
ing, onthe Rue Neuve St. Augustin, and 
went. accompanied by her maid, to the Rue 
dela Paix, te take acarriage. It must be 
premised thatthe young lady in question is 
a singularly medest, reiined-looking girl, 
remaikably beautiful, it is true, but 
in a pale and tranquil style of beauty;

CH ERONKEA. 


Relics of Bravé Men Who Died Two 
Thousand Years Ago. 
From the London Telegraph. 


Thickly sown with the relics of brave sons 
are the fair fields of Greece, and not even 
Thermopyiz or Marathoncan boast a nobler 
historical record than the almost forgotten 
batilefield of Cheronea, which lies just under 
the towering peaks of Mount Parnassus. The 
mountains look on Chxronea, as they do on 
Marathon, and Hellenic warriors of ancient 
times could have wished for no more auspi- 
cious fighting ground than the fertile plain 
which lies close to the haunt of the National 
Muses and the great Delphic shrine of Apollo. 
On the snowy summit of Parnassus, the Greek 
Ararat, Deucalion and Pyrrha were believed 
by the Greeks to have taken refuge from the 
Flood, andthe same precipitous heights were 
the scenes of the dances and midnight revelry, 
when the Thyades celebrated the praises of 
their gods with maddened orgies. Apollo him- 
self was said to have looked down from those 
peaks upon the struggle which took place more 
than two theusand years ago, when Thebans 
and Athenians fought side by side—a small 
but devoted band—against the overwhelming 
forces of Philip of Macedon and his youthful 
son, soon to be known as Alexander the Great. 
if the favorite deity of the Greeks did indeed 
survey the corflict, be must have shed divine 
tears when he saw the pick of Athenian man- 
hood driven back with slaughter, and the 
‘Holy Band’’ of the Theban youth—tnhree 
hundred in number—fa!l, every one of them, 
where they stood, fighting stubbornly to the 
last. The Macedonian monarch, we are told 
by classic history, was so overjoyed at bis 
victory that he danced among the corpses 
on the battlefield in drunken glee. More 
than a tbousand Athenians met their 
death, and those of them who were not swept 
down the blood-stained stream, which 
crossed the plain at that spot, were carried 
back to the sepulture at Athens, that Demos- 
thenes might pay the last honors of a splendid 
funeral oration over their bodies. 
Thebans were buried as they fell, and to-day, 
after lying in their silent resting-places since 
the fourth century before Christ, the remains 
ofthe ‘*‘Holy Band’’ have been brought to 
light by the efforts of a Greek archxolozgist, 
M. Stamartakis. Itis fitting that this fresh 
lauurelin antiquarian discovery should fall to 
Greece, after the honors which have been 
won by that incefatigable German, Dr. 
Sebliemann, at Agamemnuon’s tomb in My- 
cene. Not even bis splendid trophies of 
rolden masks and rings and bracclets, worn 
by Clytemnestra and her murdered 
lord, can surpass in interest the dis- 
covery that has jusf been made at 
Cheronea. A mound like that at {Marathon 
marks the spot where the dead lie, anda col- 
ossal monumental jion in marble used to 
udorn the place, Sut this was destroyed some 
years ago. For several months excavations 
bave been going on, and they have béen re- 
warded hy bringing to light the tombs of the 
heroic warriors of Thebes. There thev lie in 
rows offorty men, justas they feil, the heads 
of the lower rows resting on the feet of the 
upper; and allthe corpses, even after this 
lapse oftime, are reported to bear ghastly 
trace of the wounds which caused their 
deaths. Broken jaw-bones, thigh-bones 
pierced through and through by that terrible 
pike which the Maecdonian phalanx carried, 
and smashed skulls bear witness to the fierce- 
ness cf the struggle wherein these brave men 
were defending their country against the wily 
and powerful cespot of the North. 


Americans Epending Money Abroad. 
London Cor. N. Y. Herald. 

Now that the seascn of European pleasure 
travei for 1880 is pretty well over, it is in- 
teresting to cast aglance of review over its 
characteristic feature. It has been a remark- 
able season. More Americans have visited 
these shores than in any previous summer. 
Such, at least, is the opinion of themen who 
are best compeient to judge of the facts. This 
is, for instance, the belief of Mr. Henry F. 
Gillig, of the American Exchange, who says 
that fully 60,000 Americans have visited Ku- 
rope this summer. Not only has the number 
of Amcrican tourists been greater than ever 
before, but, according to Mr. Gillig’s judg- 
ment, they havespent far more money than 
during any previous season. Fromhis ex- 
perience—and as hundreds of letters of credit 
have passed through his hands, his estimate 
should be a trustworthy one—the average 
amount spent by each American vésitor has 
been about $5,000, making a total of $180,- 
600,C00 which rich America has showered into 
the lap of poor Europe in the course ofa few 
montbs. 

I objected, when Mr. Gillfg gave me these 
figures, that they must be excessive, but 
v bile be conceded that in very many instances 
the amounts drawn were very much smaller, 
he maintained that the heavy drafts made by 
such men as Mr. Vanderbilt, Mr. Kemp, and 
others, who bought pictures, art works, furs 
niture, chira, and otker desirable things, to 
the tune of tens of thousands, brought up the 
general average to about £600, or $3,000. 
Not to speak of Vanderbilt, who is reputed to 
have spent $40,000 alone on one picture of 
Meissonier (a picture, bv the way, which the 
vender, Mr. Meyer, of Dresden, bought some 
vears agofor $6,000, as a member of his 
family assured me in Baden-Baden), there 
are quite a. number of . others who 
brought credits of £19,000, and who 
so quickly exhansted them that they had to 
tclegraph home for suppiementary credits. 
Mr. Gitlig mentioned several fresh instances, 
but for obvious reasons it would hardly be 
prover for meto mention the names of the 
jucky visitors who are able toindu!ge so 
generously m the luxury of spending money— 
said to be one of the greaiest enjoyments in 
the world. In this respect the season of 1880 
contrasts strikingly with that of the Paris 
Exhibition, when, Mr.° Gillig says, the buik 
of American travelers brought letters of 
credit notexceeding ,£60, having evidentiy 
saved just enough money to pay for their 
passage end fora few weeks’ sojourn at some 
cheap hotel or boarding-housein Paris, and 
when their first genéral and. eager inquiry 
was to know the cheapest stopping places in 
London and Paris,

THE POET BURNS. 


The Glory and Shame of the Man Whom 
Scotia Honors. 

N. Y. Times Report of Robert Collyer’s Lecture, 

The announcement that the Rev. Robert 
Coliyer would lecture on Robert Burns filled 
the Church of the Messiah last evening to 
overflowing. The poet was considered in 
three lights—the life he came into, the life he 
lived and the life he left. After picturing the 
condition of Scotland ai the birth of Burns, 
which the lecturer denounced as shamefully 
degraded from the _ precincts of the Kirk 
down, he said that Burns, notwitbstanding 
the brutal treatment he received at the hands 
of his countrymen during his short life, did 
more to make Scotchmen proud of Scotland 
than any other man. Scott, the poet of feud- 
alism, could command no such homage as 
Burns, the poet of freedom. The treatment 
Burns received in life was bitterly denounc- 


ed. 

Toward the end of his Jife, the speaker 
said, the record was one of shame and dis- 
grace, and death came from a cold caught 
while the poet was drunk. There was more 
shame and disgrace, of which few khew} and 
which the lecturer would not dare mention. 
Burns printed afew books and these were 
bought by shepherds and plougbman and 
milkmaids, who were obliged to hide them in 
bay-mows, for Burns was looked upon by the 
Kirk as an infidel and a scorn. 

There should be no apologies for Burns, the 
speaker said. He could leave his wife in the 
pains of childbirth, who must die but for hu- 
man charity; he could lift the ideals of man- 
hood and womanhood into the most epthrall- 
ing beauty and grace, and then ruin women 
and make them base, and write things of man 
to women that we must bury, like the carcass 
of some evil thing, out of sight. 

No; the first demand the life of Burns 
makes on us is not for an apology or a splen- 
cid stroke of praise,-but truth; not for the 
sake of Robert Burns alone, but for that of 
all the generations that would understand the 
true story of his life. 

The miserable hutin which the: poet was 
born was biown to pieces in a storm before he 
was ten days old. His father was a poet and 
bis mother a sweet singer of the old songs. 
About the boy was slavery, degrddation, 
drunkenness, and the Kirk preachfng that 
these things had been so from the foundation 
ofthe world. In the field one day witha 
maiden, young Burns in the reaping was do- 
ing bis half of a ridge, the maiden taking the 
other half. The girl sang, the youth blushed 
and said he would write a ballad if the maid- 
en would sipgit. With a blush she said she 
would try, andit was written, and this was 
the first effort of the future poet. 

The beautiful lines “*To a Mouse,’’ suggest- 
ed at the plow when the boy-poet turned up 
& mouse and spared its life. Labor filled the 
waking hours of the poor boy, and witn his 
brother he strove bard to keep the roof over 
his father. Finally he had to makea change, 
and he took to fisx-dressing. The men en- 
gaged in this work were Vile characters and 
hard drinkers. He contracted his terrible 
habit of drunkenness there. He went to 
Edinburgh where seciety was the rankesi one 
hundred yvesrs ago. In all he did wrong 
before going to Edinburgh, the foliy 
was greater than the sm, but in alli 
he did wrong afier going to Edinburgh the 
sin Was greater than the folly. He hada 
£ood little income from the books, but drink 
mastered him anda twin curse. The poet 
could bave saved himself had he wished to 
exercise his Will, He would not. The lov- 
ing wife, witb all bis faults, was true in her 
love when all beside failed the poet. Though 
left a widow with five children, all through 
ber widowhood she tended and kept a child 
not her own, butshe did it forthe sakeof 
the father, the dead husband. 

With all that was sosinful and shameful in 
the life of Burns’ there is some- 
that shone out over it all, and that 
shines finer to every generation. The 
evil he did does not live after him, while the 
good in him lives. He turned the shams and 
shames ofthat which passed for religion ali 
about him to the stern white light of God with 
such withering scorn that it might be won- 
dered sometimes whetber any man since 
Luther bad done more forthe race. Burns 
was brother to all who will agree to a common 


brotherhood. His word was the Declaration © 
of Independence set to music, which makes - 


allthat bear it and feel its power hold up 
their heads and step out with a surer treadin 
the upward march of humanity. We may be 
more surely brothers, because Robert Buras 
bad lived and suffered and sung.

A Veiled Prophetess Dead.

One of the largest funerals of the yearin 
Brooklyn was that attending the burial to-day 
of Mrs. Ann Fitzgerald, the sister of **Boes’’ 
McLaughlin, the famous Democratic leader. 
Mrs. Fitzgerald occupied a unique position 
in Brocklyn politics because of the iniluence 
she possessed over her brother, and her abil- 
ity to decide the fate of political aspirants 
earned for her the title of the Veiled Prophet- 
ess, by which she was generally :known. 
The title was all the more appropriate be- 
cause Mrs. Fitzgerald, owing to sonie afllic- 
tion to her face, habituaily wore a vei}, which 
she never raised in public. Mrs. Fitzgerald 
being the eldest sister of the *DBoss,’’ and 
having been accustomed since childhood to 
exercise some control over htm, she was able 
toinfluence him when all others failed. She 
be!d audiences durirg a campaign at which 
she received prominent men and listened to 
totheir appeals. A pumber of successful 
men owe their position§ to her, among them 
being Judge Alexander McCue of thecity 
court. Her power was fully recognized, and 
frejuentiy, to Win her favor, she was oyer- 
loaded with presents. William C. hingly, 
the great ring man, once sent her a costly 
easy cbair in recognition of her favors to hin. 
She was exceedingly charitable, and directed 
the gratitude of these whom she served to 
her church—the Catholie. Accordingly all 
fairs of which she was the patroness were 
highly successful. The funeral occurred 
from her jJate residence, at No. $4 Concord 
street. Her body was removed to St. James’ 
cathedral, where a solemn requiem mass Way 
offered for the repose of her sou!. The hearse 
was followedo Calvary cemetery by « long 
line of carriages. Mrs. Fitzgerald’s bus- 
band, Maurice Fitzgerald, has been couaty 
auditor for many years in kings county 
through her influence.

The War 
Office 1s ‘‘fouler than any common beggar’s 
lodgme-house,’’ and ‘‘as was the basement 
so were the rooms;” and ‘‘society’’ will be 
horrified to learn that Mr. Rawlinson consid- 
ers Belgravia to be the worst part of London, 
so far as sewage goes.

The Industrial Census. 

A call was made upon Mr. Gould this morr- 
ing to leurn how he was progressing with his 
industrial census.

The whole work of Mr. Gouid is going 
io be a great deappointment to the people, 
for the reason that it does not embrace nearly 
as much-as is commonly supposed. There 
can be no comparison made with the similar 
work of the census of 1870, for many 
6f the most important’ manufacturing 
interests have been transferred to other de- 
partments. For instance the statistics of 
brewing, distilling, cotton, woolen and iron 
manufacturing, giuss-making ete., have been 
given into the hands ef special agents for the 
whole United States. One man will get up 
the iroa statistics of the whoie country, and 
another the distilling, and so on. The Bastern 
pariy Whois to look after brewing will be 
bere in December, and the otbers probably 
still later. Alithe statistics that Mr. Gould will 
have will foot up less than in 1870 on account 
of this separation of tbe big manufactures 
frem tbe multitude of smaliones, The brew- 
cry interéste of St. Louis have increased sev- 
eity-tive per cent inthe last ten years, but 
Mr. Gould bas nothing to do with this fact.

starving litthe ones. The occurrence was 
an actual one. The ‘‘best’’ Mayor and 
the police may declare the city 
free from crime, vice suppressed, and the 
infamous dens forgambling broken up, but 
with what mockery do these assurances come 
back when kind mothers and innocent chil- 
dren, driven from obscure poverty, rise up to 
ask for the bread wrenched from their mouths 
by these gamblers. If gambling dens are at 
timesraided by the police, how secureis 
thatoftvuis man McDonald, a leader of the 
Demecracy, in common with tbe Mayor, and 
one Whoswings the Democratic vote that 
gives his Honor power?’ No don has such 
odorous botoriety as the McDonald Retreat 
at No. 176 South Clark street. 

‘The woman above referred tois Mrs. Pat- 
rick MeCiennan. She occupied a neat little 
cottage on Union street some six months ago; 
was a happy mother of two pretty chidren; 
butis at present starving, or neariy so, in 
rooms 1n a dingy basement at No. 452 Clinton 
street, where charitable peopie could 
perform 2 Christian mission by calling upon 
ber. Her busband is a sailor by occupation, 
earning the fair wages of bis craft, or $2 25 
per day. He mace the acquaintance of Mike 
MeDonaid and was initiated intothe wiles of 
cesmbling in March Jast, and sinee that time 
tiere has been hitie in his family but misery, 
want ana hunger. Of six little children who 
velcomed bim home from bis long voyages 
ail bad died within a few montbs suave two. 
The mother is without money, and many days 
has but little ifanytbingto eat. On Monday 
lust a gentleman whose advice she sought 
gave her money fora dinner, which was all 
the focd she or her children got forthe day. 
Some account of Mrs. McLennan’s sufferiags 
were recited by hee to the I[nter-Ocean re- 
porter yesterday. Mr. McClennan, she stat- 
ed, bad generally returned from his voy- 
ages With the full wages of a trip in“his 
pocket (often +), Whica was given her for 
the comforts of the home while absent. With 
the ciose of last June but very littde money 
che had received, as such was the influence of 
McDonald and his associates that his earnings 
have fallen almost entirely into Mr. McDon- 
ald’s possession. She received some provis- 
ions from the county authorities some days 
azo, but the morsels of food were very few 
indeed tbat she had shared with her chitdren 
for days at atime. Some weess ago, being 
hard pressed for food, she sought ber hus- 
band at McDonald’s den, and begged 
of him to give her money and to come home 
ts his chiidren. Hecame down stairs arm 
in arm with the gambier, but paid little heed 
to her request. She wasat Mr. MeDonald’s 
place again on Monday,as above intimate, 
and begged for food, bu’ met with a sharp 
rebutl from the **king gambler,” aad was in- 
formed thatsbe could have a letter to the 
Poormaster. but nothing else. 

McClennan has now forsaken the sea,and is 
spending bis entire time at the gambling 

house. 

A gentleman whose sympathies were 
aroused by Mrs. MeClennan’s statements 
calledon McDcnald Monday evening to ask 
that McClennan be excluded from the house, 
but was met with the remark by MeDonalad 
that it was a part of his business to receive 
such persors. The present condition of Mrs. 
McClennam in ber poverty isa sad one, ren- 
cered doubly so from the fact that she is soon 
to be confined.

No change—“‘the empire is peace—l’ctat 
c’est moi’? was the great saying of Napoleon 
III. and all his servile speakers and 
writers against any democratic change in 
France. 

Peace was only the French word for 
‘‘prosperity.’? The Republican party says 
precisely what Napoleon III. meant when it 
exclaims against a change.

THE SITUATION. 

Whether Mr. Garfield be elected or Gen- 
eral Hancock, the Democratic party, which 
many foolish people now think dead, will 
live and flourish long after both Gartield 
and Hancock are dead and buried. 

The Republican plurality of 5,000 in In- 
diana—not a majority, be it remembered— 
out of a total of nearly 500,000 represents 
no popular revolution or great upheaval, 
but the natural effect of extraordinary 
causes. They represent the difference 
between the popularity of Hendricks and 
Williams in 1876 and the unpopularity of 
English and Landers in 1880. They repre- 
sent the difference between the hard times 
of 1876 and the good times of 1850. They 
represent the difference between 
different Democratic management 
the. «unparalleled = skill and 
with which Republican 
can manage a canvass’ and create 
false issues and false alarms. They rep- 
resent above all the expenditure of not 
less than half, and probably a million of 
dollars, with which every purchasable vote 
was bought that could be bought. And 
Indiana isavery poor State. And the 
Greenbackers there are notoriously venal. 

But while these causes will not, caanot 
operate again in November, let us 
concede that Indiana’s vote will go for 
Garfield, and still his election is doubtful. 

New York and New Jersey have forty- 
four votes, or only three less than enough 
to elect, if they are added to the 138 votes 
from the South, which are conceded. 

New York’s electoral vote was not cast 
for Hayes, but for . Tilden. It 
was not even cast for Grant in 
1868, but for Seymour. Why should 
it now change, when it is stronger Demo- 
cratic thanever? At least from 10,000 to 
15,000 Democratic votes were not cast for 
Tilden in 1876 on account of the influence 
of the canal ring, the many personal ene- 
mies he had and the numerous charges 
that were made against him. Still Mr. 
Tilden carried the State by over 30,000

» votes. The best informed people of 


New York concede that General 
Hancock will receive every Democratic 
vote that Mr. Tilden did not get, and many 
besides. The registration in the large cit- 
ies shows an enormous Democratic in- 
crease, and Republicans themselves con- 
cede that Brooklyn and New York City wili 
give Hancock a majority of 80,000. The 
probabilities are that it will be over 90,000. 
It is impossible for the rural districts to 
overcome such a_ vote, The Dem- 
ocrats of New York were never 
so thoroughly united, and with proper 
effort will carry the State without a doubt. 

But New York and the conceded South 
have 173 votes. 

New Jersey did not vote for Lincoln in 
1860. Eveninthe utterly hopeless year 
of ’64 it refused to give its electoral vote 
to Lincoln. It persisted in ’68 by voting 
against Grant, and in °’76 Mr. Tilden’s 
majority was about 13,000. McClellan’s 
majority for Governor in 1877 was about 
12.600; the majority of his predecessor 
(Gov. Bedle) in 1874 was 13,000. Both 
United States Senators from New Jersey 
are Democrats—both men of great wealth 
and identified with manufactures and com- 
merce. Why should New Jersey not re- 
main true to her old record? Thirteen 
thousand majority onthe small vote of 
New Jersey is equal to over 30,000 on the 
vote of Indiana or 70,000 on the vote of New 
York. New Jersey is a Democratic State. 

But with New York and New Jersey in 
line, only three votes are needed to elect 
Tlancock! 

If the Democrats will rise to the occa- 
sion they can get these three votes easily, 
either in Maine or in Connecticut, Califor- 
nia, Colorado or Nevada. 


The presidential battle is not yet won | 


or lost by either party. It will altogether 
depend on the best fight made between 
now and November. Not the best man, but 
the best fight will win.

The Sixth Convention of the Germay 
Baptists in this City. 


Leading Lights of the Conclave—The Ques. 
tions to Be Considered—The Programme, 


The Sixth Triennial Conference of the 
German Baptist Churches of the United States 
and the Canadas, which includes the Eastern 
and Western Baptist Conferences, was nom. 
inally opened last evening with an introdye. 
tory sermon, which was delivered at the First 
German Baptist Church at the corner of 
Fourteenth and Carr streets by the Rey.

The audience wag, 
lurge one, and the subject was eloquently ang 
logically treated. This morning, in tne same 
edifice, which, by the way, is the only German 
Baptistchurch in the city, and which is a

ducted in the most devout and fervent man. 

Several invocations Calling tor the 
guidance of Providence upon the important 
u¢tliberations of the conference were made 
and a number ofhymnssung. The number ot 
delegates present were about seventy, and 
several ladies were also present as spectators. 
The delegates included quite a large number 
of the most distinguisbed divines belonging to 
the German Baptist Church in this countiy 
and presented an august assemblage of ec. 
clesiastics. Among the Most prominent cler. 
gyvmeninthe cruncils ofthe German Baptist

The Jast convention of this denomination 
thiee years ago wus held at Buffalo, N. Y., 
and the one prior tothatin Chicago. As the

It exercises a general supervision over ali 
the institutions belonging to the German [ap- 
tist Church and makes ali the appointments of 
trustees and other officers need¢dtor the man- 
agement. Attheconclusion of the prayer- 
meeting shortly after 10 o’clock, the creden- 
tisls of the delegates were handed in 
and they proceeded, though slowly, to 
eflect a permanent organization. Very lit- 
tle is done on the first dav beyond the nomi- 
nation and appointment of committees and the 
organization of the conierence. The pro- 
giamme of the conference will be aboutas 


follows: Every day, with the exception ot Sun- .« 


day, until Tuesday morning next, it will be 
opened with a prayer meeting, which will 
lust trom 9till10 o’ciock. Tnen the business 
meéting will be commenced and 
continued till noon, when a recess will be 
taken until 2 o’clock, after which the pro- 
cee dings will be resumed, and a final adjourn- 
ment forthe day betaken at 4 o’clock. Ev- 
ery evening there will be preaching by some 
ot tre visiting clergymeninthe churcb, com- 
mencing at7:30 p. m. The appointments of 
preachers will be madeevery day before the 
adjournment. On Sunday there wiil be dis- 
couices delivered in the morning and evening. 
Another portion ot the business of the;confer- 
ence will be the appointment of an editor for 
the Cleveland ‘‘Sendbote,’’ and also one tor 
the Sunday School paper. The entire confer- 
ence promises to be one of the mostimportant 
ever held, and the German Baptistsin this city 
evince censiderable interest in the result of 
its proceedings.

Sudden Death of the Randolph Giant. 

Every one who has been at Jetferson Citv 
during the sessions of the Legislature since 
the war willremember ‘‘Tom Gee.’’ He was 
calledthe ‘‘Rancolph giant,’’ and he cer- 
tainly was oneintruth. He was the biggest 
man ever seeninthis State. His weight ex- 
ceeded 400 pounds. His limbs were as big 


around as the waist of an ordinary man, and 
one of his enormous hands would completely 
cover the two of an ordinary mechanic. His 
head was of nonstrous size, and no hats in 
stock would fithim. He was very tall, but 
alwuys walked with a stoop, as if he car- 
1ied his great weight with an 
éffort. His walking staff reminded one ota 
supling. Many supposed that he was the vic- 
tim of élepbuntesis or some similar disease, 
buttbose whoknew him from boyhood say 
that hefalwavs was of phenomenal size, and 
when young was possessed of great strength 
and activity. Heserved through the waron 
the Confederate side. Afterthse struggle was 
“over, Tom beganto putin a regular apoear- 
ance at Jefferson City every winter. He xl. 
Wa\s Managed to secure appointment gs a 
janitor or wood-chopper, or some such posi- 
tion. Everybody knew Tom. He was assimple- 
hearted and barmle-s asachild. He would 
celebrate victories in which he took an inter- 
est by a brief indulgenceinthe flowing bowl. 
Then he would sally torth and the Callaway 
hills across tbe river would re-echo his wild 
cheers of delignt. On the night of George 
Vest’s election to the Senate he stood upon the 
Capitol steps and his stenorian cheers rever:- 
berated up and down the valley of the Mis- 
souri. Beyond this Tom never made any 
demonstretion. His chiet deligat was to pre- 
side over the Third House, or mock Legisia- 
ture, of the clerks and other’ en. 
pioyer that always met in the 
Senate Chamber on the nights of Democratic 
cuucnses, and, possessed of a rude but gen- 
vine native wit, be contributed much to the 
entertainment of the boys. He was ofaready, 
obliging nature, and the clerks, 
of whom he was particular- 
ly fond, will miss his kindly services next 
winter. Poor o}d Tom lived in Randolph 
county near Moberly,and was known tirough- 
out the country about. He died while in nis 
bed on Tuesday night of apoplexy.
